V/hen I was in th<; nearer local Walden store day before yesterday I asked the 



manager if lie had heard any tiling about Case Closed, A month after Selec tions was out 
he had heard nothing about it. lie checked his computer and told me it is for Hay pub- 
lication. V/hen it was inamif attuned in March I wondered if this indicates you plan to 



send review conies out. Hot that doing that is riot normal. But it seems like all that is 
normal, like minimal commuiiioation, is not normal with me. nonetheless 1 hnve a suggestion 
for any review copies not sent. Without reading for errors I noted 76 that are in varying 
degrees conspicuous and can adversely influence any reviewer. This does not include the 



absence o a tabic of content or an index, wliixh most regard as necessary in any serious 
work ol nonfiction. Or difieret subtitles on the cover and title page and copyright 
page. (The cover is much better and not inaccurate.) The suggestion is tliat there be an 



expression ol regret, tiiat in hurrying the publication indicated corrections somehow 
were not nade, but that they do not in any insttince involve fact and tliat the fact of 
the book i3 3olid. I did notice in reading, however, that some corrections J&t theJais— 
bakes I noted for the second time on the page proofs were made. And tliat with the cuts 
in the Conclusions there tewsT were 10 blank pages, or there was no need for tliat cutting 
to avoid requiring an added sig.
